of the 


-CHEYENNES 
By Buffalo B 1'. a. 


The Southern Cheyennes were out. 
Every year they would form a war 
party and ride on a sort of picnic 
visit to the Northern Cheyennes. up 
on the Red Cloud Agency, near Fort 
Rob nson. They would burn, KIH 
and p Hage all along the route, both 
going and coming.

I had my rifle unslung and berain 
to shoct, not only to stop their risa 
but o ts. the oncort» cava ry 
where I was. The Indians repel 
with a fustlade but it is uard to hit 
a dimly seen head peeping over a 
{u'stant band by dim light. while 
there was so :nany of them that I 
uud much better iuck. I was not 
Lit. altnough bullets whizzed uncom- 
1ortaby close to my ears.

Sunnièst, Warmest Corner Should Be 

Apportioned to the Milk Producer. 

In the arrangement the sunniest, 
warmest corner should be apporttoa- 
ed to the milch cows. The winter 
sun will prove a grateful tonic to 
them, and protection from sevé@re 
cold or wintry blasts will prove a val- 
ubble assistance and money saver. 
Many dairy farmers build their stable 
walls double with chaff between. 
but such walls have several serious 
disadvantages. Inflammabllity is not 
the least; infection by vermin, dis- 
ease germs, and the difficulty of Ñs- 
infection in the case of the latter. «Il 
operate against such walls, warm 
| though they may be. Double board- 
ing with a good quality of building 
| paper between, and all cracks care- 
tully battered on the cutaide, whl, 
we believe, prove much more adyan- 
| tageous. Above the stable single 
| boarding, with cracks well battered, 
will prove all-sufficient. 


Expense of Raising Calves. 


A prominent dalryman north of 
Denver, says of his grade herd; The 
he lers we raise from our best cows 
are better milk producers with their 
first calves than are the uverage ma- 
| ture cow we can buy.“ Several of 
our most progressive dairymen have 
said practically the.same ‘thing Yet 
|h. the face of all this, hundreds of 
latrymen make no effort to cave 
their best heifer calves Y and they 
thing they have a reason. They say 
that tne calves require too much 
milk. This question was -‘aretn'ly 
| investigated with forty-eight calvus 
| by the. Illinois experiment station 
| Twelve calves were testel at our 
| different times. It was fonnd that 
| ta-y could be successfully raised cu 
1550 pounds of whole milk. This 
| miik was fed at the rate of t en 
pounds a day until the calves wera 
fifty days old, when it was grad .ally 
lessened one pound a day or ten 
days and then no more was fed. No 
substitutes for milk were used. Only 
tke ordinary grain which the farmer 
produces and a good quality of al- 
ialfa hay were fed, showing that a 
duiryman can raise a calf in his way 
with no extra trouble, 


Covered-Yard Plan for Stabling. 


A covered-yard plan for stabling 
dairy cows consists of buildine a 
cheap structure and allowing »Le 
cow. to run loose in the stable. In 
othe: words, it is merely a coversd 
yerd with some cheap roofing ard 
closed in on all sides. The lan €p- 
peals to us in this dry climate as 
valuable only during tae w'uter 
terlod. On one end of the yard a 
milking stable, into which the cows 
un driven to be milked every nigkt 
and morning. They are fel their 
grain rations while being milke!l. 
The roughage is fed in the covered 
yard proper. The advantage cf 
this method Includes cheapness, no 
stalls, no expensive building, ani no 
cement floors except those in the 
milking stable. The covered vaxd 
i. bedded daily. It has the advan- 
tage of making the greatest amo int 
ot the best manure of any plan vet 
devised. The stable is cleaned ort 
at such time as to allow tle marure 
u be hauled directly from the st»bie 
to the field, and thus nothing Is tost 
in the way of fertility. Cows arə 
more comfortable in such a stable 


Galloway Cows. 


Who ever heard of a vuilety of 
white belted Galloway miich cows? 
Robert Wallace, professor of agricui- 
ture at the University of Edinburgh, 
while in Colorado recently told of 
this strain in Scotland.

Cases of Mistaken Indentity—Two 
Men Who Served Seven Years of 
a Life ‘Term ‘When landen 
Strange Runder of the French 
Police in the Case of De.Tourville. 


Many of the mistakes. of detectives 
are those of mistaken ` identity. 
Some time age a man bel to 
one of the best known and wealthiest 


surprised and more indignant when 
he was arrested by a detective who 
thought he had captured a criminal 
who recently had gscaped from pris- 
on. Profuse explanations on the 
part of the.captured man were fol- 
lowed by equally profuse apologies 
cn the part of the detective, so that 
the incident closed without ni will 
on elther side. 
A mistake with.a more tragic re- 
4 suit occurred in England in 1879. 
| The mistake arose in connection with 
the famous Edlinghan durtlary. 
| when two men were brought before 
the Newcastle assizes charged with 
| the robbing of the vicarage: It ap- 
| pears that when the vicar had iùter- 
rupted his unwelcome visitors ther 
had shot at him, so that the charge 
of attempted murder was added to 
that of burglary. The two men, 
Brannaghan and Murphy, who were 
charged with the crime, were con- 
victed and sentenced ‘to life impris- 
onment, as the evidence deemed, to 
be convincing beyond the shadow of 
a doubt. They served seven years 
of their term. Then two other men 
confessed that they alone were 
guilty of the robbery. 
De Tourville,-one ot the moat ter- 


i rible of the European criminals, es- 


caped punishment for à long time 
because of the mistake of a detec- 
tive. The death of a «woman at 
Scarborough by what De Tourville 
declared was the ‘accidental dis- 
charge of a revolver was investigated 
by a detective from London, but so 
frank and open ‘appeared the con- 
duct of the great criminal and so 
flourishing was ‘his appearance that 
the «fficer was misled and reported 
that he was convinced that the af- 
fair was an accident. 
When a few years later the death 
of the wife of De Tourville ‘was be- 
ing investigated—he murdered her 
by hurling her over a precipice in 
the Alps—tbe body of the woman 
who had died at Scarborough was ex- 
humed and examined. It was found 
that, far from killing herself’ by ac- 
cident, she had been murdered by 
some one who had shot bor, in the 
back, so that a sitght examination 
would have established the fact. The 
mistake of the detective at the ume 
of the Scarborough crime had terri- 
ble results, for in the time De Tour- 
ville was allowed to go free he com- 
mitted two more murders. 
| Sherlock Holmes constantly in- 
sisted that nothing inia room 4 

a crime had deen committed mld 
be touched, and this appears to be 
a good rule, judging by «a mistake 
made by an Intelligent ce officer 
in Ireland, ‘The policeman was 
placed in charge of a room jn which 
a murder had been committed to see 
that nothing was disturbed until his 


superior Officers: arrived. He found

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PERIL OF RICH MEN'S o 


d.tectives in New York Largely Er- 
gaged in Watching” Them. 


The luring of a young Pittsburg 
:nillionaire from New York into the 
ur'sdiction of the Pennsylvania Courts 
in order to prevent him from dissi- 
pating his fortune and drinking him- 
seit to death, raised again the terri- 
bly tryingequestion\as to what the rich 
Man shall do with his sons. 


There have been some very ror- 


tunate rich men in New York, Jolm D. 
Rockefeller is a sample. Not for 
years, if ever, has he passed an hour 
of anxiety as to the personal career 
or habits of his only son. , William 
Rockefeller has lesg money and more 
sons, not one of whom has shown 
u disposition to go to the bad. The 
Vanderbilts down to the present gen- 
eration are clean, decent young fel- 
lows, with one exception, and he has 
been more foolish than vicious, Jay 
Gouid's oldest son has tu out a 
mau after the father’s heart, while 
the other sons are quiet business 
men, excepting that one of them. has 
allowed himself to attain a form of 
notoriety because of unpleasant dom- 
estic lawsuits, 

Tne young men above mentioned 
are not saints, but none of them have 
become rakes, rounders or drunkards. 
Each has stood up against such op- 
portunities for badness ag would make 
a father or, mother shudder if the 
whole story could be told to them. 

But there are hundreds of rich Men 
in New York who have not been so 
fortunate in thelr sons, Born to great 
wealth; knowing nothing of the get- 
ting of money, and a great deal about 
the spending of it; reared in luxury, 
and without the need of work; with 
gilded paths of pleasure open to them 
in many directions; with no lack of 
advisers to lure them on; ohly half 
responsible to their parents in the 
days of youth, and not at all in those 
of early manhood; it takes a strong 
and courageous nature to withstand 
temptations and keep clean. There 
are Only too many sad examples that 
show they do not, says the head of a 
New York detective agency. 

“There is a popular impression 
abroad,” he said, “that our men are 
mostly employed by wives who wish 
to keep an eye on their husbands, or 

husbands interested in the move- 
ments of their wives. This is not so, 
For one case of this sort we have five 
where fathers are keeping tab on the 
movements of their sons. Not for the 
purpose of discipline or correction, but 
as a safeguard against compromising 
evils. 8 

There is many a boy in this town 
who was getting himself snarled up in 
difficulties, before whom the way was 
suddenly straightened out by means 
of whicn he had no knowledg», The 
fathers knew the facts and took a 
quiet hand in developments. In nine 
cases out of ten the boy does not 
know he is shadowed. In the tenth 
case he Is brought up with a sudden 
jerk and then there is all sorts of 
trouble to pay— 

“I have heard surprise expressed ia 
quite @ number of cases where tie 
will of a departed father or mother 
provided for the trustseeing of the 
portions of this son or that until he 
should have arrived at years X 
rather maturemanhood. I am confi 
dent that In every one of these cases 
the parent knew more about the life 
of the son than the latter ever imag- 
ined. That this step was taken to 
protect the son against himself.” 


Landing in England, 

There +s no country where the mat- 
ter of landing from American passen- 
ger ships Js so easy and so expediti- 
ously done as England, says the Tra 
vel Magazine. Of course, it is a free 
trade country, the freest in the whole 
world. 

There are duties levied on tabacco 
and spirits, but travellers are allowed 
a half pound of tobacco, in any shape, 
and a half pint of spirits, whith also 
means the same as perfume, Sugar 
is dutlable, whether in grain, sweets 
or in jam, but a small quantity is freo- 
ly passed, 

In all cases, however, these goods 
must be the actual property of the 
passenger, and be for his use and con- 
trol. Cocoa, coffee and tea are also 
dutlable as are reprints of English 
books.

Tuberculosis in Cattle and Hogs. 


The bureau of animal Industry has 
made a number of tests, showing that 
the most important factor in the 
spread of cattle tuberculosis is the 
manure. It has been generally 
supposed that milk was not likely 
to be affected unless the cow's udder 
was tuberculosus. 

The bureau has found, however, 
that the manire from diseased cows 
is usually heavily laden with tuber- 
culosis bacteria and as these are 
easily and almost surely introquced 

to the milk, under ordinary meth- 
ook of milking’ a single tuberculous

There has been conalderable dis- 
pute as to whether human and bo- 
vine tuberculosis are practically one 
and the same, the famous Koch the- 
ory, raising.a storm of dissension— 
at least as to whether human tuber- 
culosis and n can result 
from the consum n of tuberculo- 
sis milk, etc,
